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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner has carefully considered applicant's independent claims 1 , 9, 16, 
as amended, and is in agreement with the applicant; that the "signal waveform" "display" 
arrangement in which "selection" of "parameters for the displayed signal waveform" from 
a "menu", in conjunction with "locations" that "are selected by the user using the pointing 
device" "after selection of the parameter", "adjusts values for the parameter" (claim 1 
quoted as exemplary) is not obvious in view of the combination of Alexander (US 
#6,201 ,384 B1 ) and Lewis et al. (US #5,381 ,524) under 35 USC 1 03. Specifically, 
although the Lewis interface permits for parameters relating to a waveform display to be 
selected for adjustment via a menu, the environment of Lewis is that of a design- 
authoring platform for the initial specification of signals, and thus would not have 
presented a reasonable option to a person having ordinary skill within the signal 
measurement and instrumentation art that is seen in Alexander and the present 
invention. 

Though it has been previously noted that Alexander '384 does not use a menu 
prior to pointing device selection for rescaling, Alexander (US #6,522,345 B1 ) does 
include a menu for further processing that is presented in the context of a waveform 
display upon which positions may be indicated. However, Alexander '345's menu is for 
the selection of measurements to be applied to a signal, and thus does not reasonably 
read upon adjusting "a plurality of parameters for the displayed signal waveform" (i.e., 
those parameters that are for the display itself, and not some other use). 
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During further search the Examiner also noted that in Biagiotti (US #6,502,045 
B1), a "region of interest" can be selected for the application of analytic evaluation tools, 
but this has a deficiency similar to Alexander '345, in that any tool that might be 
accessible by a menu in the Biagiotti display is for the setting of a processing procedure 
that does not result in the setting of actual "parameters for the displayed signal 
waveform". On the other hand, llic (US #2002/0063712 A1), in the provision of a virtual 
magnifying symbol (figs 5b, 5c) does disclose the imposition of these "parameters", only 
there is no suggestion that a "menu" be employed for this purpose, prior to selection via 
a pointer— only that the user may also select (by some unspecified method) a desired 
magnification for the magnified portion of the signal waveform (paragraph [0029]).
